Mouit< 
individual industries become clients of a technical institution «ar ^yins. 
'and look to it for advice and help—use it as a magnified lab- 
oratory for the solution of their problems. Such a plan has 
been devised and is now in operation at the institution which 
Dr. Stratton heads. This is-good'as a beginning, but it is a 
limited step. There is a narrowing tendency for a firm.or cor- 
poration to assume, unconsciously perhaps, an implied mort- 
gage on technical services—an excluding competition. 


' Such services should be broader and benefit the industry as 
•a whole, to the end that the world may be made a better place 
to live in. A great opportunity awaits Dr. Stratton in the way 
of service to humanity. The call for leaders is not sufficiently 


' answered by the t ;hools and colleges. The need is for a- man 


who can think of an industry as'a whole, as Cecil _ Rhodes 
thought in terms of continents, and who can make his vision 
practical.—Christian Science Monitor.
